Onr Visit to the State College of Agriculture. 


[From the Maine Farmer.] 


We arrived at Urono, a small village 


situated on the-1'enobscot, some ten miles 
from Bangor. The College and farm are 
situated about one mile from the village, 
the buIUings being scattered over several 
acres, vsry pleasantly located on what 
would seem a. clay loam soil, well adapted 
to 
1 agriculture. This farm and college are 


owned by the State and are heavily en- 
dowed, and will very soon become self- 
sustainiag, but at the present time will 
have to be fostered by the State some- 
what. We were highly pleased with this 
institute of learning and its faculty, who 
appear to be intelligent, common sense 
.gentlciren as well as learned. After look- 
ing over the various departments in which 
we were much interested) \ye were shown 
the farm, In which we took a deep inter- 
est OQ ajcouot of the much we have heard 
auid about it, and Its calamity in losing its 
fine heri of cattle last season, by tuber- 
culosis, a disease of which the public are 
poorly nfonned. The farm buildings are 
substantial. The barn No. 1, a perfect 
pattern in which to care for cattle, being 
roomy, high posted, with wide tie-up,, and 
good, deep cellar, the whole being well 
Ventilated; barn No. 2, is not finished, 
100 feet lon», well planned when finished. 
With these two barns and 200 tons of 
choice hay which the farm now . cuts, the 
State has a "bonanza" with which we caii 
benefit ourselves thousands of dollars each 
season by disseminating choice blooded 
cattle, E-heep, horses and hogs. "We should 
be pleased to see these barns filled to their 
utmost capacity with alLof the best blood- 
ed aniirals we have among us, the breeds 
to be kept pure, and sold in our own State at 
such prices as our farmers could afford to 
pay. We would like to see two or three 
of the best breeds of heavy horses kept 
here to introduce. the bloods, and also 
two or ~hree of the Down sheep, or the 
Oxford Down, Southdown, or Shropshire 
Down, blackfaces. With such"a herd as 
this, composed of Herefords, Durhams, 
Holsteios and some other good breed of 
cattle, with Percheron horses and black- 
faced sheep, with choice blobded swine of 
two or three breeds, our college farm 
would pay a direct profit to its manage- 
ment, and an indirect; .untold revenue to 
the State. We think the great State of 
Maine, with its 64,000 farmers who are 
every one interested in the (improvement of 
our great stock interest, can afford to ap- 
propriate a few thousand dollars to be 
used in experimenting and raising, and 
distributing what will eventually give us 
the lead in fine cattle. 


The Experiment Station, under general 


superintendence of Prof. Jordan, should * 
be well studied notwithstanding it seems 
to^be qiite an outlay for whaif all farmers 
cannot see a direct benefit, yet on general; 
principles, I can see several ways it might 
benefit the State of Maine more than its 
cost. In the article of artificial manures 


vwhich are sold among us, $5,000 is a small 
pexpent,, when weconsider that our Maine 
farmers, use between 8200,000 aad $300,000 
worth annually. 
The manufacturers of 


the superphosphates most certainly know 
their goods willbc^tested, they not know- 
ing from what or "agent this sample is 
to be selected, will pul^upon the mar- 
ket a better article if no cheaper In price. 
The" experiments going on with^ feeding 
steers, must be instructive if watched and 
read by our farmers. 
With tbe prospect 


that the bill now before the United Stated- 
Congress will pass, and the expense be 
paid by the general government of our ex- 
periment station, on.a more general scale, 
we advise holding on and giving It more 
extended trial, as we think good results 
will coiie from It. 


Tuberculosis la.-like consumption in the 


human race, and we think just as conta- 
gious, If in close contact animals will be- 
come Hfected by It, and also by propa- 
gation, as in some instances. We made 
diligent inquiries of the adjacent farm- 
ers, wfao have no fears or uneasiness 
about this disease which many consider 
quite common and not very contagious, 
though we believe all hands think the Cat- 
tle commissioners did the only thing to do 
in destroying the herd.
